PARLIAMENT  OF  CANADA. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF 
COMMONS,  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette ,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and 
French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least 
two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of 
(all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of 
each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a  toll  bridge,  the  no¬ 
tice  shall  also  state  the  proposed  rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments,  or  piers,  ect. 
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A  copy  of  tlie  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  in 
which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  at  least  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of 
Parliament,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ;  and  a  further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and  the  cost  of  print¬ 
ing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be  levied  immediately  after  the  second 
reading  of  the  Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  to  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session. 

Private  Bills  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Senate  or  House  of  Commons 
within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  .‘■ession.

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 
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Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory, .  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and 
French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least 
two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of 
(all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of 
each  House.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 
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SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new  Rule- 
49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill, 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be 
presented  to  the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  conveni¬ 
ent  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when 
the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported  back  to  the 
House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the- 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants,  to  be  published  in  The  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and  in 
one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto,  for  a 
period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and  considera.

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice,  clearly  and  distinctly 
I  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants,  to  be  published  in  The  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and  in 
|  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto,  for  a 
period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and  considera- 
tion  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice  shall  be 
sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Assembly. 

Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Assem- 
jbly  One  hundred  dollars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill.

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
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by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and 
French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least 
two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed, 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and 
French  languages.

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and 
French  languages.

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets,, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between, 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed  c 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised. for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette ,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and 
French  languages.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 

such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 
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A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  Jines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS.

EXTRACTS  FROM  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF 
COMMONS,  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
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specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette ,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and 
French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least 
two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  session  and  the.  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of

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EXTRACTS  FROM  SPECIAL  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF 
COMMONS. 

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  bhe  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


.  SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new  Rule 
49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill, 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be 
presented  to  the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  conveni¬ 
ent  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when 
the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported  back  to  the 
Plouse  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

COMMONS,  RELATING  TO  PRIYATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette ,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and 
French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least 
two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
I  and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

!  Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and 
French  languages.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new  Rule 
49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future : 
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49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when 
the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported  back  to  the 
House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  •facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants,  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and  in 
one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no  news¬

EXTRACTS  FROM  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF 
COMMONS,  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper- 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and 
French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least 
two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of 
(all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of 
each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a  toll  bridge,  the  no¬ 
tice  shall  also  state  the  proposed  rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments,  or  piers,  etc. 
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A  cop}7  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  in 
which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  at  least  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of

EXTRACTS  FROM  SPECIAL  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF 
COMMONS. 

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 
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Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed, 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  Jines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.  • 


SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new  Rule 
49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be 
presented  to  the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  conveni¬ 
ent  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when 
the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported  back  to  the 
House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 
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No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants,  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and  in 
one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto,  for  a 
period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice  shall  be 
sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Assembly.

EXTRACTS  FROM  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF 
COMMONS,  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and 
French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least 
two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of 
(all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of 
each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a  toll  bridge,  the  no¬ 
tice  shall  also  state  the  proposed  rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments,  or  piers,  etc. 
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A  copy  of  the  Bill  shall  he  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  in 
which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  at  least  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of 
Parliament,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ;  and  a  further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and  the  cost  of  print¬ 
ing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be  levied  immediately  after  the  second 
reading  of  the  Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  to  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session. 

Private  Bills  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Senate  or  House  of  Commons 
wichin  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session.

EXTRACTS  FROM  SPECIAL  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF 
COMMONS. 

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  hy 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 


Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

EXTRACTS  FROM  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF 
COMMONS,  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
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specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and 
French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least 
two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of 
(all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of 
each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a  toll  bridge,  the  no¬ 
tice  shall  also  state  the  proposed  rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments,  or  piers,  etc. 

A  copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  in 
which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  at  least  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of 
Parliament,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ;  and  a  further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and  the  cost  of  print¬ 
ing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be  levied  immediately  after  the  second 
reading  of  the  Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  to  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  SPECIAL  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF 
COMMONS. 

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new  Rule 
49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be 
presented  to  the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  conveni¬ 
ent  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when 
the  same  have  been  twdce  called  on  tvjo  separate  occasions  for  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported  back  to  the 
House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants,  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and  in 
one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto,  for  a 
period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice  shall  be 
sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Assembly.

REGULATIONS  RESPECTING  STEAM  BOILERS  AND  ISSUE  OF 
CERTIFICATES  TO  ENGINEERS.

Under  the  provisions  of  The  Steam  Boilers  Ordinance,  His  Honour  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council, 
has  been  pleased  to  approve  the  following  regulations  with  respect  to  the 
character  of  safety  valves  to  be  used  on  steam  boilers,  and  the  issue  of 
certificates  of  qualification  to  Engineers  operating  steam  boilers  and  che 
engines  connected  therewith  : 

REGULATIONS  APPROVED  BY  HIS  HONOUR  THE  LIEUTENANT  GOVERNOR 
IN  COUNCIL  UNDER  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  SECTION  26  OF  THE 
STEAM  BOILERS  ORDINANCE. 

1.  Each  and  every  steam  boiler  in  the  North-West  Territories  subject 
to  inspection  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  before  the  31st 
December  next  be  provided  with  a  “  pop  ”  safety  valve  of  approved  make 
in  addition  to  or  in  place  of  any  safety  valve  now  on  the  boiler,  and  such 
pop  valve  shall  be  provided  with  proper  lock  and  appliances  so  that  it 
may  be  locked  by  the  Inspector  at  the  time  of  his  inspection. 
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2.  No  person  except  the  Inspector  shall  be  in  possession  of  a  key  or 
any  appliance  for  opening  the  lock  of  any  pop  safety  valve,  and  no  per¬ 
son  shall  interfere  with  or  in  any  way  attempt  to  alter  any  pop  safety 
valve  after  it  has  been  set  and  locked  by  the  Inspector. 

3.  The  examination  of  the  holders  of  provisional  certificates  of  quali¬ 
fication,  provided  for  under  sub-section  3  of  Section  21  of  the  Ordinance, 
or  of  persons  desiring  to  qualify  as  Engineers  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  21  of  the  Ordinance,  and  the  issue  of  certificates  of  qualification 
to  such  candidates  as  may  pass  the  examinations  therein  provided  for, 
shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  following  regulations : 

(a)  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  shall  from  time  to  time  fix  the 
questions  to  be  given  to  candidates  presenting  themselves  for  examina¬ 
tion,  and  a  certified  copy  of  these  questions  shall  be  supplied  to  the  In¬ 
spectors  for  their  guidance  in  conducting  the  examinations  ; 

( b )  In  making  returns  of  the  examinations  the  Inspectors  will  indorse 
on  the  certificate  required  by  sub-section  4  of  Section  21,  and  by  Section 
24  of  the  Ordinance,  the  percentage  of  questions  which  have  been  cor¬ 
rectly  answered  by  each  candidate  ; 

(c)  Candidates  who  are  certified  by  the  Inspector  to  have  correctly 
answered  eighty-five  per  cent,  of  the  questions  given  to  them  and  as  con¬ 
tained  in  the  statement  of  questions  furnished  Inspectors,  shall  be 
granted  a  first-class  certificate  of  qualification  and  recorded  as  the  holder 
of  such  certificate ; 

( d )  Candidates  who  are  certified  by  the  Inspector  to  have  correctly 
answered  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  questions  given  to  them  and  as  contained 
in  the  statement  of  questions  furnished  Inspectors,  shall  be  granted  a 
second  class  certificate  of  qualification  and  recorded  as  the  holder  of  such 
certificate; 

( e )  Candidates  who  are  certified  by  the  Inspector  to  have  correctly 
answered  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  questions  given  them,  and  as  contained 
in  the  statement  of  questions  furnished  the  Inspectors,  shall  be  granted 
a  third  class  certificate  of  qualification  and  recorded  as  the  holder  of 
such  certificate ; 

(/)  Candidates  who  fail  to  answer  correctly  thirty  per  cent,  of  the 
questions  given  them  shall  be  deemed  to  have  failed  in  their  examination. 

4.  The  holder  of  any  second  or  third  class  certificates  of  qualification 
may,  at  any  time,  present  himself  for  re-examination,  and  if  he  succeeds 
in  answering  correctly  the  percentage  of  questions  herein  provided  for 
as  entitling  a  candidate  to  first  or  second  class  certificates  of  qualifica¬ 
tion,  he  shall  be  granted  a  first  or  second  class  certificate  of  qualification 
as  the  case  may  be  upon  payment  of  the  usual  fee  of  $3  therefor,  and 
shall  be  recorded  as  the  holder  of  such  certificate.

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when 
the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported  back  to  the 
House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

EXISTENCE  OF  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASE  IN  MONTANA,  U.S.A. 

Regina,  Tuesday,  October  3,  1899. 

Under  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Health  Ordinance  His  Honour 
the  Lieutenant  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive 
Council,  has  been  pleased  to  declare  that  an  outbreak  of  small  pox  has 
occurred  at  Great  Palls,  in  the  State  of  Montana,  one  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  that  the  town  of  Lethbridge  in  the  provisional  District 
of  Alberta  in  the  North-West  Territories  is  exposed  to  the  disease 
through  passenger  traffic  over  the  line  of  The  Alberta  Railway  and  Coal 
Company  ;  and  to  proscribe  ingress  to  the  North-West  Territories  from 
Great  Falls  aforesaid  for  a  period  of  one  month  from  the  date  hereof  ex¬ 
cept  under  the  following  regulations  : 

1.  A  medical  officer  shall  be  stationed  at  Coutts,  a  station  on  The 
Alberta  Railway  and  Coal  Company’s  line  at  the  International  boundary, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  who  shall  fix  his 
remuneration  and  prescribe  his  duties; 

2.  The  said  Medical  Officer  shall  have  power — 

(a)  To  prevent  the  departure  or  removal  of  persons  or  conveyances 
from  or  into  Coutts  aforesaid ; 
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(b)  To  detain  persons  or  conveyances  who  or  which  have  been  ex¬ 
posed  to  contagion  for  inspection ;  and  may  order  the  cleansing, 
purifying  and  disinfecting  thereof  and  anything  contained 
therein  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  occupier  or  the  person 
having  the  care  and  control  thereof  and  may  order  the  deten¬ 
tion  for  this  purpose  of  any  railway  carriage  or  car  and  any 
public  conveyance  and  any  person  travelling  thereby  as  long  as 
may  be  necessary  to  ensure  that  all  danger  of  infection  is  past. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  into  the  North-West  Terri¬ 
tories  at  Coutts  aforesaid  from  any  District  in  the  State  of  Montana, 
which  the  said  Medical  Officer  has  reason  to  believe  is  infected  with 
small  pox  without  showing  evidence  of  having  been  successfully  vaccin¬ 
ated  within  a  safe  period.

Extract  from  Chapter  XXV,  Statutes  of  Canada,  1869:  “An  Act  re¬ 
specting  certain  Offences  relative  to  Her  Majesty’s  Army  and 
Navy.” 

Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows :  — 

Whosoever  not  being  an  enlisted  soldier  in  Her  Majesty’s  service,  or  a 
seaman  in  Her  Majesty’s  Naval  Service,  by  word  or  with  money,  or  by 
any  other  means  whatever,  directly  or  indirectly  persuades  or  procures, 
or  goes  about  or  endeavours  to  persuade,  prevail  on  or  procure  any  such 
soldier  or  seaman  to  desert,  or  leave  Her  Majesty’s  Military  or  Naval 
service,  or  conceals,  receives  or  assists  any  deserter  from  Her  Majesty’s 
Military  or  Naval  service,  knowing  him  to  be  such  deserter,  may  be  con¬ 
victed  thereof  in  a  summary  manner  before  an}?-  two  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  or  before  the  Mayor  of  any  city  and  any  one  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
or  before  any  Recorder,  Judge  of  the  Sessions  of  the  Peace  or  Police 
Magistrate,  on  the  evidence  of  one  or  more  credible  witness  or  witnesses, 
and  shall  then  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  less  than  eighty  dollars,  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before 
which  the  conviction  takes  place,  with  costs,  and  in  default  of  payment 
may  be  committed  to  gaol  for  any  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
until  such  penalty  is  paid. 

Whosoever  buys,  exchanges  or  detains,  or  otherwise  receives  from  any 
soldier  or  deserter,  any  arms,  clothing  or  furniture  belonging  to  Her 
Majesty,  or  any  such  article  belonging  to  any  soldier  or  deserter  as  are 
generally  deemed  regimental  necessaries,  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
Army,  or  causes  the  colour  of  such  clothing  or  articles  to  be  changed,  or 
exchanges,  buys  or  receives  from  any  soldier  any  provisions,  without 
leave  in  writing  from  the  Officer  commanding  the  regiment  or  detach¬ 
ment  to  which  such  soldier  belongs,  may  be  convicted  thereof  in  the 
manner  mentioned  in  the  next  preceding  section,  and  shall  then  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars,  nor  more  than  forty  dollars 
and  costs,  and  in  default  of  payment  be  committed  to  gaol  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  nine  months,  or  until  such  penalty  is  paid. 

One  half  the  amount  of  any  penalty  imposed  under  any  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  sections  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  prosecutor  or  person  by  whose 
means  the  offender  has  been  convicted,  and  the  other  moiety  shall  belong 
to  the  Crown. 

Any  person  reasonably  suspected  of  being  a  deserter  from  Her 
Majesty’s  Service,  may  be  apprehended  and  brought  for  examination 
before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  if  it  appears  that  he  is  a  deserter  he 
shall  be  confined  in  gaol  until  claimed  by  the  military  or  naval  authori¬ 
ties,  or  proceeded  against  according  to  law. 

No  person  shall  break  open  any  building  to  search  for  a  deserter 
unless  he  has  obtained  a  warrant  for  that  purpose  from  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  such  warrant  to  be  founded  on  affidavit  that  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  the  deserter  is  concealed  in  such  building,  and  that  admit¬ 
tance  has  been  demanded  and  refused  ;  and  any  person  resisting  the  exe¬ 
cution  of  any  such  warrant  shall  thereby  incur  a  pen  alt  v  of  eighty 
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dollars,  recoverable  on  summary  conviction  in  like  manner  as  any  other 
penalties  under  this  Act. 

Any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  upon  information  on  oath  of  affirmation,  may 
issue  a  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  any  person  charged  with  an 
offence  against  this  Act,  as  in  the  case  of  other  offences  against  the  law. 

REWARDS. 

A  reward,  without  any  deduction  whatever,  of  £2  sterling  will  be  paid 
to  any  person  who  shall  apprehend  and  place  in  safe  custody  any  deser¬ 
ter  from  Her  Majesty’s  Army,  provided  he  acted  of  his  own  knowledge, 
and  not  on  information  laid  by  another  person. 

To  the  person  giving  such  information  as  shall  lead  to  the  arrest  of  a 
deserter  from  Her  Majesty’s  Army,  a  reward  of  £1  sterling  will  be  paid, 
and  to  the  person  who  effects  the  arrest  of  such  deserter  the  reward  shall 
be  £1,  without  any  deductions  whatever  in  either  case. 

The  name  of  any  person  giving  information  about  deserters  will  not  be 
divulged. 

Immediately  a  deserter  is  captured  information  should  be  sent  to  the 
D.A.A.  General,  Headquarters,  Halifax.

COMMONS,  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  Applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then 
in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in  which 
a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the 
notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and  French  lan¬ 
guages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months, 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  ses¬ 
sion  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the 
newspapers  endorsed  “  Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing  the  first 
and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House.

EXTRACTS  FROM  SPECIAL  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF 
COMMONS. 

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new  Rule 
49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill, 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be 
piesented  tc  the  House  within  hhe  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
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referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  conveni¬ 
ent  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when 
the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported  back  to  the 
House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

All  Applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
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specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz.  :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then 
in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in  which 
a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the 
notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and  French  lan¬ 
guages.

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

All  Applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then 
in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in  which 
a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the 
notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and  French  lan¬ 
guages.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets; 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 
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A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new  Rule

COMMONS,  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  Applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then 
in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in  which 
a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the 
notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and  French  lan¬ 
guages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months, 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  ses¬ 
sion  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the 
newspapers  endorsed  “  Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing  the  first 
and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House.

EXTRACTS  FROM  SPECIAL  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF 
COMMONS. 

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  Jines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new  Rule

House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then 
in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in  which 
a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Province  of  Queb&c  and  Manitoba,  the 
notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English  and  French  lan¬ 
guages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months, 


during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next*  preceding  ses¬ 
sion  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

*  Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  character 
within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work  is 
intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  proposed 
to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  least  one 
week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz.  :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  '  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English 
and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at 
least  two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the 
next  preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked 
copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “Application  for  Private  Bills,” 
containing  the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Clerk  of  each  House.

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  .clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  charac¬ 
ter  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work 
is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee 
at  least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz.  :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English 
and  French  languages.

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
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railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  charac¬ 
ter  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work 
is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee 
at  least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  ns  follows,  viz.  :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English 
and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at 
least  two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the 
next  preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked 
copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “Application  for  Private  Bills,” 
containing  the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Clerk  of  each  House.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  b}r  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 
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A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  charac¬ 
ter  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work 
is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee 
at  least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by  adver¬ 
tisement  as  follows,  viz.  :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected 
by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  district  or  territory  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Mani¬ 
toba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner,  in  the  English 
and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a  period  of  at 
least  two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the 
next  preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 
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Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rales  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  charac¬ 
ter  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work 
is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee 
at  least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS, 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new 
Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of 
their  intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill, 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future  :

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 
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All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants,  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly.

And  I  do  hereby  require  and  command  all  persons  whomsoever 
to  yield  obedience  and  govern  themselves  accordingly,  beseeching  God, 
by  whom  Kings  and  Queens  do  reign,  to  bless  the  Royal  Prince  Edward 
the  Seventh  with  long  and  happy  years  to  reign  over  us.

David  Mills  'j  WHEREAS  by  Chapter  Nineteen  of  the  Revised 
Attorney  General  V  Statutes  of  Canada,  intituled  “An  Act  respecting 
Canada  J  Public  Officers,”  it  is,  amongst  other  things,  in  effect 
enacted  that  upon  the  demise  of  the  Crown  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
renew  any  commission  by  virtue  whereof  any  officer  of  Canada  or  any 
functionary  in  Canada  held  his  office  or  profession  during  the  previous 
reign ;  but  that  a  proclamation  shall  be  issued  by  the  Governor  General 
authorising  all  persons  in  office  as  officers  of  Canada  who  held  commis¬ 
sions  under  the  late  Sovereign,  ?nd  all  functionaries  who  exercised  any 
profession  by  virtue  of  such  commissions  to  continue  in  the  due  exercise 
of  their  respective  duties,  functions  and  professions  ;  and  that  such  pro¬ 
clamation  shall  suffice,  and  that  the  incumbents  shall,  as  soon  thereafter 
as  possible,  take  the  usual  and  customary  oath  of  allegiance  before  the 
proper  officer  or  officers  thereunto  appointed. 

Now,  Therefore,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council 
for  Canada,  We  do  by  this  Our  Proclamation  authorise  all  persons  in 
office  as  officers  of  Canada,  who  at  the  time  of  the  demise  of  our  late 
Royal  Mother  of  glorious  memory  were  duly  and  lawfully  holding  or 
who  were  duly  and  lawfully  possessed  of  or  invested  in  any  office,  place 
or  employment,  civil  or  military,  within  Our  Dominion  of  Canada,  or 
who  held  commissions  under  the  late  Sovereign,  and  all  functionaries 
who  exercised  any  profession  by  virtue  of  such  commissions  to  severally 
continue  in  the  due  exercise  of  their  respective  duties,  functions  and 
professions  for  which  this  Our  Proclamation  shall  be  sufficient  warrant. 

And  We  Do  ordain  that  all  incumbents  of  such  offices  and  functions 
and  all  persons  holding  commissions  as  afo’esaid  shall,  as  soon  hereafter 
as  possible,  take  the  usual  and  customary  oath  of  allegiance  to  Us  before 
the  proper  officer  or  officers  thereunto  appointed.

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted  in 
full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules  shall 
be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 
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Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of  appli¬ 
cation. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar  charac¬ 
ter  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed  work 
is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee 
at  least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new 
Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of 
their  intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill, 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future  :

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly7  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

A1  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
pacifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants,  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and

All  private  Bills  "are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

AH  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants,  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no

received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

A'l  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  ma^  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report,  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  w7ith  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

A’l  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of

—  A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly.

XTRACTS  FROM  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS 
RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BlLLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
ad  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
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specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by 
advertisement  as  follows,  viz  :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or 
territory,  affected  by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county, 
district  or  territory  in  which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Province 
of  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner, 
in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for 
a  period  of  at  least  two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition. 
Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “  Application  for  Private 
Bills,”  containing  the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  Home. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a  toll  bridge,  the 
notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed  rate  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments,  or  piers 
etc, 

A  copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  in 
which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  at  least  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of 
Parliament,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ;  and  a  further  sum  o^  two  hundred  dollars,  and  the  cost  of 
printing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be  levied  immediately  after  the 
second  reading  of  the  Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  to  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Corns  ons  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session. 

Private  Bills  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Senate  or  House  of  Commons 
within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  bills. 


Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Mod<  l  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  w  hich  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  he  reprinted 
in  full  vvith  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  wnth  these  rules 
shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of 
application. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar 
character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital 
proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  w  hich  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  ihe  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new 
Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill, 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be 
presented  to  the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient 
speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures 
when  the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported 
back  to  the  House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and 
with  the  recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  Irefore  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  cn  behalf  of 
applicants,  to  be  published  in  The  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  oue  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  bo  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
considerat  on  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly. 

Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Assem¬ 
bly  One  hundred  d -liars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill.

ORDER  IN  COUNCIL. 


REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  OFFICIAL  AUDITORS. 

Regina,  Thursday,  November  21,  1901. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1901,  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Council,  has  been  pleased  to  prescribe  the  following  regulations  for 
the  examination,  checking,  auditing  and  reporting  upon  accounts  by 
official  auditors  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Chapter  15 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1901. 

1.  All  books,  vouchers,  rolls,  agreements,  contracts  and  other  docu¬ 
ments  relating  to  finances  or  necessary  for  the  complete  examination  of 
the  accounts  of  boards  of  school  trustees,  official  trustees,  village  over¬ 
seers,  local  improvement  district  overseers,  boards  of  trustees  of  irriga¬ 
tion  districts,  or  other  accounts  required  by,  or  under  the  authority  of, 
any  Ordinance  of  the  Territories  to  be  examined  by  an  official  auditor 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  auditor  selected  for  the  purpose  by  and  at 
the  charges  of  the  board  or  person  whose  duty  it  is  to  have  such  accounts 
so  examined,  and  who  shall  also  arrange  for  the  return,  without  cost  to 
the  auditor,  of  all  books,  etc.,  submitted  after  the  completion  of  the 
examination. 

2.  Before  being  submitted  for  examination,  all  books  for  the  fiscal 
year  for  which  such  books  are  to  be  audited  should  be  properly  closed 
and  all  balances  correctly  shown. 

3.  An  Auditor  must  carefully  ascertain  that  every  entry  in  the  books 
is  supported  by  proper  vouchers  (such  as  are  the  stubs  or  receipts  issued 
or  other  evidence  of  payments  made  to  the  person  required  to  account 
for  moneys  received ;  or  correct,  true  and  approved  accounts  with 
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evidence  of  their  having  been  paid,  such  as  would  be,  for  instance,  a 
properly  prepared  cheque,  duly  endorsed  and  marked  paid);  and  where 
any  special  certificates  are  required  with  any  voucher  (such  as,  for 
instance,  the  certificate  of  the  chairman  of  a  board  of  school  trustees 
before  payment  of  any  account  against  the  district  required  by  Section 
96  of  The  School  Ordinance),  the  Auditor  must  be  careful  to  see  that  all 
such  certificates  are  furnished  in  the  manner  required. 

4.  Where  special  provisions  as  to  books,  finances  or  audit  are  con¬ 
tained  in  any  Ordinance  the  Auditor  making  an  examination  under  such 
Ordinance  must  satisfy  himself  as  to  whether  the  requirements  of  the 
law  are  being, complied  with  or  not. 

5.  If  in  the  course  of  his  audit  of  any  accounts,  an  Auditor  should 
ascertain  that  moneys  are  not  being  properly  safeguarded,  by  deposit  in 
a  bank  or  other  approved  place  of  trust  and  paid  out  by  cheque,  the 
Auditor  should  make  special  note  of  the  fact  in  his  report  and  urge  the 
adoption  of  a  more  satisfactory  method  of  dealing  with  public  money. 

6.  The  Auditor  must  examine  all  books  and  documents  submitted  to 
him  for  audit  and  take  official  cognisance  of  whatever  facts  relating  to 
the  accounts  under  examination  such  books  or  documents  may  purport 
to  contain. 

Vr  should:  insufficient  information  be  furnished  to  the  Auditor,  and 
not  be  produced  to  him  after  request  therefore,  the  Auditor  will  make 
special  note  to  that  effect  in  his  report. 

8.  After  completion  of  his  audit,  the  Auditor  shall  prepare  (if  a  form 
is  prescribed  and  furnished  for  the  purpose,  then  upon  that  form)  such 
statements  of  receipts,  expenditures,  assets  and  liabilities  as  shall 
seem  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  properly  and  clearly  set  forth  the  facts 
ascertained  by  him  during  his  examination,  and  shall  also  report  upon 
the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  submitted  to  him  have  been  kept, 
making  such  notes  and  suggestions  as  may  be  called  for  in  order  to  avoid 
repetition  of  irregularities  discovered  or  continuation  of  unsatisfactory 
methods  in  evidence.  He  shall  furnish  one  copy  of  each  statement  and 
report  to  the  board  or  person 'required  by  law  to  present  a  report  from 
an  official  auditor  and  shall  also  mail  another  copy  to  the  Department  at 
Regina  having  the  administration  of  the  Ordinance  under  which  the 
examination  was  made. 

9.  Where  an  auditor  sees  reason  to  question  the  legality  of  any  ex¬ 
penditure,  either  on  the  grounds  of  the  lack  of  statutory  or  proper 
executive  authority  for  such  expenditure,  he  shall  make  special  reference 
to  the  matter  in  his  report  stating  concisely  his  reasons  for  deeming  the 
said  expenditure  to  have  been  unauthorised. 

10.  An  official  auditor  shall  upon  the  completion  of  his  audit  be  re¬ 
munerated  for  his  services  as  follows,  the  said  amounts  being  paid,  by 
the  board  or  person  requiring  his  services:

ORDER  IN  COUNCIL. 


REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  OFFICIAL  AUDITORS. 

Regina,  Thursday,  November  21,  1001. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1001,  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Council,  has  been  pleased  to  prescribe  the  following  regulations  for 
the  examination,  checking,  auditing  and  reporting  upon  accounts  by 
official  auditors  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Chapter  15 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1901. 

1.  All  books,  vouchers,  rolls,  agreements,  contracts  and  other  docu¬ 
ments  relating  to  finances  or  necessary  for  the  complete  examination  of 
the  accounts  of  boards  of  school  trustees,  official  trustees,  village  over¬ 
seers.  local  improvement  district  overseers,  boards  of  trustees  of  irrigation 
districts,  or  other  accounts  required  by,  or  under  the  authority  of, 
any  Ordinance  of  the  Territories  to  be  examined  by  an  official  auditor 
sha’l  be  transmitted  to  the  auditor  selected  for  the  purpose  by  and  at 
the  charges  of  the  board  or  person  whose  duty  it  is  to  have  such  accounts 
so  examined,  and  who  shall  also  arrange  for  the  return,  without  cost  to 
the  auditor,  of  all  books,  etc.,  submitted  after  the  completion  of  the 
examination. 

2.  Before  being  submitted  for  examination,  all  books  for  the  fiscal 
year  for  which  such  books  are  to  be  audited  should  be  properly  closed 
and  all  balances  correctly  shown. 

3.  An  auditor  must  carefully  ascertain  that  every  entry  in  the  books 
i*  supported  by  proper  vouchers  (such  as  are  the  stubs  or  receipts  issued 
or  other  evidence  of  payments  made  to  the  person  required  to  account 
for  mone}’S  received;  or  correct,  true  and  approved  accounts  with 
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evidence  of  their  having  been  paid,  such  as  would  be,  for  instance,  a 
properly  prepared  cheque,  duly  endorsed  and  marked  paid):  and  where 
any  special  certificates  are  required  with  any  voucher  (such  as,  for 
instance,  the  certificate  of  the  chairman  of  a  board  of  school  trustees 
before  payment  of  any  account  against  the  district  required  by  Section 
96  of  The  School  Ordinance),  the  auditor  must  be  careful  to  see  that  all 
such  certificates  are  furnished  in  the  manner  required. 

4.  Where  special  provisions  as  to  books,  finances  or  audit  are  con¬ 
tained  in  any  Ordinance  the  auditor  making  an  examination  under  such 
Ordinance  must  satisfy  himself  as  to  whether  the  requirements  of  the 
law  are  being  complied  with  or  not. 

5.  If  in  the  course  of  his  audit  of  any  accounts,  an  auditor  should 
ascertain  that  moneys  are  not  being  properly  safeguarded,  by  deposit  in 
a  bank  or  other  approved  place  of  trust  and  paid  out  by  cheque,  the 
auditor  should  make  special  .note  of  the  fact  in  his  report  and  urge  the 
adoption  of  a  more  satisfactory  method  of  dealing  with  public  money.

ascertained  bv  him  during  his  examination,  and  shall  also  report  upon 
the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  submitted  to  him  have  been  kept, 
making  such  notes  and  suggestions  as  may  he  called  for  in  order  to  avoid 
repetition  of  irregularities  discovered  or  continuation  of  unsatisfactory 
methods  in  evidence.  He  shall  furnish  one  copy  of  each  statement  and 
report  to  the  board  or  person  required  by  law  to  present  a  report  from 
an  official  auditor  and  shall  also  mail  another  copv  to  the  Department  at 
Regina  having  the  administration  of  the  Ordinance  under  which  the  .

PARLIAMENT  OF  CANADA. 


Extracts  from  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 

RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
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specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by 
advertisement  as  follows,  viz  :  In  The  Canada  Gazette ,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or 
territory,  affected  by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county, 
district  or  territory  in  which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Province 
of  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner, 
in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for 
a  period  of  at  least  two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition. 
Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “  Application  for  Private 
Bills,”  containing  the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a  toll  bridge,  the 
notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed  rate  of  toll,  the  nat  ure  of  the  structure, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments,  or  piers.

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted 
in  full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules 
shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of 
application. 

A.  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railwmy,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar 
character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital 
proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new 
Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill, 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  he  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  he 
presented  to  the  1  louse  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient 
speed. 

2.  That  it  he  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures 
when  the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  tivo  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported 
back  to  the  House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and 
with  the  recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

No  petition  for  any  pi  ivate  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of- the  application  signed  cn  behalf  of 
applicants,  to  be  published  in  The  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
considerat  on  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  'copies  of  such  notice 
shall  bo  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly. 

Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Assem¬ 
bly  One  hundred  dollars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill.

MARTIAL  LAW  AT  BRITISH  SOUTH  AFRICAN  PORTS.

Public  notice  is  hereby  given  of  the  following  cable  despatch  from  the 
Right  Honourable  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies:  to  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  General,  bearing  date  at  London,  December  2, 
LAP  : 

“  I*1  consequence  of  the  establishment  of  martial  law  at  all  British 
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South  African  Ports,  it  has  been  decided,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Government  of  Cape  Colony  and  Natal,  that,  after  the  1st  of  January 
next,  persons  desiring  to  land  in  those  colonies  must  provide  themselves 
with  a  permit. 

“  Permits  are  to  be  issued  in  this  country  by  a  special  permit  officer  on 
the  production  of  a  certificate  signed  by  a  member  of  Parliament,  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  clergyman  or  minister,  or  officer  of  His  Majesty’s  Forces,  to 
the  effect  that  the  applicant  is  in  possession  of  at  least  £100,  or  is  in  a 
position  to  maintain  himself  in  South  Africa,  that  the  object  of  his 
journey  (object  to  be  stated),  is  bona  fide ,  and  that  he  has  not  been 
deported  or  sent  out  of  South  Africa  as  indigent. 

“Applicants,  after  producing  satisfactory  certificates,  are  required  to 
sign  a  declaration  to  the  same  effect,  with  the  additional  statement  that 
they  will  not  directly  or  indirectly  assist  in  any  way  whatsoever  His 
Majesty’s  enemies  in  South  Africa,  ami  that  they  are  aware  of  the 
penalty  for  so  doing  under  martial  law.  Members  of  one  family  to  he 
shown  in  permit  issued  to  the  head  provided  that  a  separate  permit  will 
be  required  for  each  son  and  daughter  over  16. 

“  Notice  published  stating  that  passengers  from  colonial  ports  must 
supply  themselves  with  permits  from  the  Colonial  Secretary,  or  some 
officer  appointed  by  the  Colonial  Government,  who  will  satisfy  himself, 
as  far  as  possible,  that  applicants  fulfil  the  above  conditions.

“  His  Majesty’s  Government  feels  sure  that  it  may  confidently  rely  upon 
the  special  assistance  of  your  Government  in  this  matter  as  the  authori¬ 
ties  in  South  Africa  are  all  agreed  ‘that  this  measure  is  necessary  to 
prevent  undesirable  persons  from  entering  Sonth  Africa  at  the  present 
time.

Extracts  from  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 

RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by 
advertisement  as  follows,  viz:  In  The  Canada  Gazette ,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or 
territory,  affected  by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county, 
district  or  territory  in  which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Province 
of  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner, 
in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for 
a  period  of  at  least  two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition. 
Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “  Application  for  Private 
Bills,”  containing  the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a  toll  bridge,  the 
notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed  rate  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments,  or  piers, 
etc. 

A  copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  in 
which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  at  least  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of 
Parliament,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ;  and  a  further  sum  o^  two  hundred  dollars,  and  the  cost  of 
piintiug  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be  levied  immediately  after  the 
second  reading  of  the  Bill.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  b}^  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted 
in  full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules 
shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of 
application. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar 
character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital 
proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new 
Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  fur  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill, 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future  : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be 
presented  to  the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient 
speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures 
when  the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
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consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported 
back  to  the  House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and 
with  the  recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bdl 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
C'erk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eig’ht  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  tin*  application  signed  cn  behalf  of 
applicants,  to  be  published  in  The  North  West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  he  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
considerat  on  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly.

Extracts  from  Roles  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 

RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application ;  published  by 
advertisement  as  follows,  viz:  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or 
territory,  affected  by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county, 
district  or  territory  in  which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Province 
of  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner, 
in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for 
a  period  of  at  least  two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition. 
Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “  Application  for  Private 
Bills,”  containing  the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a  toll  bridge,  the 
notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed  rate  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments,  or  piers 
etc.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bilk. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted 
in  full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules 
shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of 
application. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  ‘location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines"  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar- 
character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital 
proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new 
Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill, 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future  : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be 
presented  to  the  Douse  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient 
speed. 
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2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures 
when  the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported 
back  to  the  House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and 
with  the  recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be-  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  :  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants,  to  be  published  in  The  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly.

RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
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specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by 
advertisement  as  follows,  viz  :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of. counties  or 
territory,  affected  by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no.  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county, 
district  or  territory  in  which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Province 
of  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner, 
in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for 
a  period  of  at  least  two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition. 
Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “  Application  for  Private 
Bills,”  containing  the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a  toll  bridge,  the 
notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed  rate  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments,  or  piers, 
etc, 

A  copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  in 
which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  at  least  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of 
Parliament,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ;  and  a  further  sum  op  two  hundred  dollars,  and  the  cost  of 
printing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be  levied  immediately  after  the 
second  reading  of  the  Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  to  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session. 

Private  Bills  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Senate  or  House  of  Commons 
within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session.

49.  (c)  When  a  Bill  is  to  operate  in  more  than  one  Province,  Territory 
or  District,  the  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  Canada  Gazette  and  in 
a  leading  newsp  iper  in  each  Province,  Territory  or  District  in  which  the 
Bill  is  to  operate. 

Standing  Order. 

When  any  Bill,  confirming  a  deed,  lease,  agreement  or  other  instrument 
is  brought  up  or  presented  to  the  Senate,  such  deed,  lease,  agreement  or 
other  instrument  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  Bill  by  way  of  Schedule  or 
otherwise.

Extracts  from  Special  Rules  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Private  Bdls  ^hall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 
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Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which,  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted 
in  full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules 
shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of 
application. 

A.  certified  map  or  plan  showing  theflocation  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar 
character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital 
proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  tbe  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new 
Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill, 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future  : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
Avithin  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be 
presented  to  the  House  within  the  first  /our  weeks  of  the  session,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient 
speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  ' 
when  the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported 
hack  to  the  House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and 
with  the  recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

PARLIAMENT  OF  CANADA. 

Extracts  from  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  ;  published  by 
advertisement  as  follows,  viz  :  In  The  Canada  Gazette ,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or 
territory,  affected  by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county, 
district  or  territory  in  which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Province 
of  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner, 
in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for 
a  period  of  at  least  two  months,  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  sessmn  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition. 
Marked  conies  of  (all)  the  newspapers,  endor-ed  “  Application  for  Private 
Bills,”  containing  the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice,  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a  toll  bridge,  the 
notice  ^hall  also  state  the  proposed  rate  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure. 
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the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments,  or  piers, 
etc. 

A  copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  in 
which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  at  least  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of 
Parliament,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ;  and  a  further  sum  o4’’  two  hundred  dollars,  and  the  cost  of 
printing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be  levied  immediately  after  the 
second  reading  of  the  Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  to  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Com  i  ons  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session. 

Private  Bills  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Senate  or  House  of  Commons 
within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate,  by  reference,  the 
clauses  of  the-  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revise'!  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted 
in  full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules 
shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of 
application. 

Acertili  .d  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 


railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar 
character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital 
proposed  to  be  raised  tor  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  oneweek  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new 
Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill, 
together  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be 
presented  to  the  iiouse  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient 
speed. 

t.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures 
when  the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures  shall  be  reported 
back  to  the  House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and 
with  the  recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for-  leave,  Wter  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  nn  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shal I  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembl v  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
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applicants,  to  be  published  in  The  North-West  Territories  (Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  .the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  n<>r  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  providied  for  by 
such  Bills.  . 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Motel  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 
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Ptte  visions'  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  b  ackehy 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted 
in  full,  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules 
shall  be  return  id  lo  the  promoters  to  be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of 
application; 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar 
character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital 
proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
is  proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee 
at  least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new  Rule 
49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only 
be  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient 
speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when 
the: same  have  been  twice  called  on  tvjo  separate  occasions  for  consider¬ 
ation  by.  the  Committee,  that  such  measure  shall  be  reported  back  to  the 
House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

Extracts  from  the  Rules  of  the  House  relating  to  Private  Bills. 
All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
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Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  alter  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  cop}'  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly. 

Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  th@ 
Assembly  One  bundl  ed  dollars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  ;  and 
if  such  private  Bill  provides  for  the  incorporation  of  a  company  the 
applicant  shall,  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill,  in  addition  to  the  fee 
payable  as  above,  pay  to  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  such 
sum  as  would  be  required  to  be  paid  for  incorporation  of  the  said  com¬ 
pany  under  the  provisions  of  The  Companies  Ordinance.

Foreigners  should  make  application  through  their  consular  repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Persons  proceeding  via  Delago  Bay  should  address  their  applications 
to  H.B.M.  Consul  General,  Lourenco  Marques. 

Application  forms  are  obtainable  at  the  Department  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  Ottawa. 

The  following  extract  from  the  Pea.ce  Preservation  Ordinance,  Trans¬ 
vaal,  is  published  for  information.  The  terms  of  the  Peace  Preservation 
Ordinance,  Orange  River  Colony,  sections  19  to  23,  are  mutatis 
mutandis  identical : 

“19. — After  the  date  of  this  Ordinance  no  person  shall  enter  this 
colonjf  without  a  permit  granted  under  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance 
unless — 

(a)  He  was  resident,  and  within  this  colony  or  the  Orange  River 
Colony  on  the  31st  May,  1902,  and  has  not  since  that  date  been  expelled 
from  or  ordered  to  leave  this  colony  or  the  Orange  River  Colony. 

(b)  He  has  since  the  31st  May,  1902,  and  before  the  date  of  this 
Ordinance  received  a  permit  or  other  formal  authorisation  to  enter  this 
colony  from  some  duly  constituted  authority. 

(c)  He  is  a  person  coming  within  the  provisions  of  Article  2  of  the 
Terms  of  Surrender  signed  at  Pretoria  on  the  31st  May,  1902,  and  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  “Gazette  Extraordinary”  dated  3rd  June,  1902. 

( d )  He  is  a  person  employed  in  His  Majesty’s  navy  or  military  ser¬ 
vice,  or  in  the  civil  service  or  in  any  police  force  ot  this  colony  or  the 
Orange  River  Colony. 

“20. — Permits  to  enter  the  colony  under  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
granted  by  such  persons  as  may  be  aufchoris  ;d  to  do  so  by  the  Governor, 
and  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  Governor  may  direct. 

No  such  permit  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  who  having  been  a 
burgher  of  the  South  African  Republic  or  the  Orange  Free  State  has 
not  taken  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  His  Mijesty,  or  made  some  declara- 
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tion  ot‘  equivalent  import  in  form  approved  by  the  Governor.  In  all 
other  cases  it  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Governor  to  grant  or 
refuse  any  permit. 

21. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Colonial  Secretary,  if  he  has  reason 
to  believe  that  any  person  is  residing  or  sojourning  in  this  colony  hav¬ 
ing  entered  it  without  proper  authority,  to  give  notice  thereof  to  any 
resident  magistrate,  and  such  magistrate  shall  thereupon  summons  such 
person  to  appear  before  him,  and  if  such  person  fails  to  satisfy  the 
magistrate  that  he  has  obtained  a  permit  un  ler  this  Ordinance  or  is 
exempt  under  the  provisions  of  section  19  from  obtaining  such  permit, 
the  m  igistrate  shall  make  a  written  order  directing  such  person  to  leave 
the  colony  within  seven  d  iy-  ,  unless  before  the  expiration  of  that  time 
he  has  received  permission  in  writing  from  the  Colonial  Secretary  to 
remain  in  the  colony  ;  such  permission  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  a 
permit  granted  under  this  Ordinance. 

“22 — (1)  If  any  person  in  whose  case  such  order  has  been  made  is  found 
within  the  colony  after  the  expiration  of  seven  days  after  service  of 
such  order  without  having  obtained  permission  from  the  Colonial  Sec¬ 
retary  as  aforesaid,  he  may  be  arrested  and  brought  before  a  magistrate, 
and  shall  upon  conviction  be  imprisoned  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
one  month  and  not  more  than  six  months  and  with  or  without  a  fine 
not  exceeding  £500.  and  in  default  of  payment  to  a  further  term  of 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months. 

(2)  If  any  person  imprisoned  under  the  terms  of  the  preceding  sub¬ 
section  shall  remain  in  the  colony  for  a  period  of  more  than  seven  days 
after  the  expiration  of  his  t  *.rm  of  imprisonment  or  any  subsequent  term 
of  imprisonment  inflicted  under  this  section,  without  obtaining  permis¬ 
sion  in  writing  from  the  Colonial  Secretary  to  remain  in  the  colony,  he 
may  be  arrested  and  brought  before  a  magistrate,  and  shall  on  convic¬ 
tion  be  imprisoned  with  or  without  hard  labour  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  six  months  ami  not  more  than  twelve  months  and  with  or  without 
a  fine  not  exceeding  £50' >  and  in  default  of  payment  to  a  further  term 
of  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months. 

‘‘23 — Amy  person  entering  this  colony  on  a  permit  not  issued  to  him 
by  proper  authority  or  obtained  bv  him  by  any  fraudulent  means  shall 
be  liable  to  imprisonment  with  or  without  hard  labour  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  two  years,  or  to  a  fine  n  >t  exceeding  £500,  or  to  both  such 
imprisonment  and  fine.”

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  dis¬ 
tinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published  by 
advertisement  as  follows,  viz.  :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  terri¬ 
tory,  affected  by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  dis¬ 
trict  or  territory  in  which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces 
of  Quebec  and  Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  con- 
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tinued  lor  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  'during  the  interval  of  tirrie 
between  the  close  of  the  next  'preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the 
clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  todhe  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway  ^ 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk.  .  ,  . 
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Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  piinted. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted 
in  fall,  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bdls  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules 
shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  t  »  be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of 
application. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar 
character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  distri  t  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital 
proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
is  proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  tiled  with  the  Railway  Committee 
at  least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons.

49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only 
be  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and 
it  shall  be'  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient 
speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when 
the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for  consider¬ 
ation  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure  shall  be  reported  back  to  the 
House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

Extracts  from  the  Rules  of  the  House  relating  to  Private  Bills. 
All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
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Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  o  -  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  cop}^  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  he  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
c  msideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shail  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly. 

Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly  One  hundred  dollars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  ;  and 
if  such  private  Bill  provides  for  the  incorporation  of  a  company  the 
applicant  shall,  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill,  in  addition  to  the  fee 
payable  as  above,  pay  to  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  such 
sum  as  would  b-- required  to  be  paid  for  incorporation  of  the  said  com¬ 
pany  under  the  provisions  of  The  Companies  Ordinance.
